Besides suggesting the scope of leg- 
islation, the president made a personal 
appeal for an atmosphere of friendll- 
ness and co-operation in congress while 
handling the problem, 

“The antagonism,” he said, “between 
business business and government is 
over, We are now about to give ex- 
pression to the best government of 
America, to what we know to be the 
business conscience and honor of the 
Jand. The government and business

LEGS, HEADS, AND BODIES

Doctors Hold Out No Hopes for

Vancouver, Jan, 20.—Two duels with 
the four principals Austrians, took 
place here late last night and as a 
result of lies dead 
In the hospital while his adversary is 
at the point of death, and the lives 
of the two combatants In the other 
effray are also expiring, 

Both fights were with keen knives. 
The dead man is Marcovitch, who, In 
his death struggle, fatally slashed 
Scherbot, his opponent. 

In the other encounter the oppon- 
ents were Pietro Scharetti and George 
Mitler . Scharetti was found by the 
police with his nose nearly severed, 
wounds about his neck and shoulder, 
one arm frightfully lacerated, the 
muscles and tendons almost cut from 
the bone and deep thrusts through the 
hips and legs. 

Mitler was picked up almost dead 
with his scalp in places torn complete- 
ly off Doctors hvid out no hope, but

Placing of Meat on Free List 
Is Claimed to Have De- 
feated Own Object, 


CATTLE REACHING PORTS 
NOT SUITED FOR TRADE. 


‘Recognized as Competition and 


it Displaces Domestic 
Product, 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 20.—Placing meat 
on the free list under the new tariff 
has not only failed to reduce the cost 
of the consumer, but has given the 
domestic meat producing industry the! 
severest blow it has received In many 
years, said J. E, Pools, editor of the 
Chicago Live Stock World, today in an 
address delivered before the American 
Live Stock association, 

“Alarmed at the prospect of an in- 
undation of Argentine and Australian 
and mutton and Canadian cattle, 
limited growers unloaded precipitously. 
All thruogh the summer Chicago and 
other markets were glutted with stock. 
At a moment when confidence was as- 
serting itself, and growers, detecting a 
profit in raising cattle and sheep, were 
stocking up, falth was routed by fear, 
and demoralization ensued. Breeding 
enterprizes by the hundreds were 
abandoned, 

Defeated the Object. 

“Thus the very measure designed by 
the Washington theorists to relieve the 
consumer defeated the object for which 
it was intended, 

“Had the confidence engendered by 
the high fat cattle market of 1912 and 
the consequent advance in stockers not 
been destroyed by the menace of free 
trade, beef and also mutton production 
{n the United States would by this 
ath have made a long stride along the 

th of recuperation, whereas actual 
aapletion has resulted, 
Cost Not Reduced. 

“So far, forelgn beef has failed to 
reduce the cost to consumers, and 
much of the stuff reaching Atlantic 
ports has not been suited for shop 
trade. The beef is aged and deficient 
in quality. 

“However, it must be recognized as 
competition, and every ton of it enter- 
ing the United States displaces so 
much domestic product.”

Ottawa, Jan, 20.—The debate on the 
address got under way in the com- 
mons yesterday afternoon and = even- 
ing, the feature, of course, being the 
speeches by Premier Borden and Sir 
Wilfnd Laurier. The latter challeng- 
ed a division by moving an amendment 
to the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne in the following 
terms: 

“We regreat to represent to your 
royal highness that in the gracious 
speech with which you have met par- 
liament, while it is admitted that this 
is a depressed condition, yet there is 
no indication on the part of your ad- 
visers of a determination to take any 
steps towards relieveing such a situa- 
tion.” 

Should Remedy Conditions 

Sir Wilfrid spoke at some length 
and with considerable vigor in support 
of his amendment, declaring that the 
government should do something to 
remedy conditions which it was ad- 
mitted existed, He said it seemed to 
be the desire of the government to 
simyfy enjoy the fruits of office and 
mark time. Touching on the tariff, 
Sir Wilfrid said that while he did not 
claim that it was entirely responsible 
for the high cost of living, {it was 
under the shelter of the customs tax 
that the comvinster operated to the 
disadvantage of the people. Sir Wil- 
frid declared thet while not indiffer- 
ent to office, he was actuated in the 
course he had adopted not by a de- 
sire to be returned to office, but by a 
wish to do something for the good 
of the country. 

Gloat Over Defeat 


As anticipated Mr, Borden gave his 
reasons for not introducing the navy 
bill again this session, He said he 
did not again propose to give the 
enemies of Great Britain an oppor- 
tunity to gloat over a second defeat 
of the bill in the senate. He intimated 
that the bill would not be introduced 
fgain until the government was as- 
sured 1t would be passed. In the 
meantime should any movement for 
disarmament be commenced, with the 
approval of the admiralty, the Cana- 
dian government would be willing to 
co-operate . In regard to the senate, 
Mr. Borden said that the conservatives 
would welcome an Issue the constitu- 
tion of the senate and the manner of 
election thereto. He emphatically 
denied that the government wag not 
concerning itself with the pressing 
problems of the day, 

The situation was being considered 
in all its aspects . He believed that 
the existing depression Is but tempo- 
rary and that the development of the 
future would exceed that of pest 
years,

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THE SUPERFLUOUSNESS 
OF THE CANADIAN SENATE. 

Sixteen years ago John Morley predicted that the house 
of lords would be an impregnable barrier to progress until on 
some fundamental proposition substantially all the people 
came to be ranged on one side and all the lords on the other. 
His prophecy came to pass in 1910, and Morley was Cup 
bearer when their lordships drank the hemlock, although even 
to this day the lords have apparently not yet grasped the fact 
that asa legislative force they are dead. 

Canada’s experience with the senate is due to be the 
same. Successive governments come into power to discover 
a hostile senate recruited, during the years when they are ill 
opposition, from the ranks of defeated government candidates 
and others who have demonstrated in one way and another 
that they are out of line with public opinion even at the time 
of their appointment. The usual course is to abide their in- 
terference, awaiting the time when enough of them will have 
died to permit, by the appointment of others sympathetic 
with the government, sufficient new senators to change the 
political complexion of the body. Meantime, the senate saves 
itself from extinction by dividing on essentially the same 
lines as the house, a course which is eminently safe against 
the Morley prescription for suicide as public opinion, speaking 
broadly, splits about fifty-fifty on almost every public ques- 
tion in Canada.

David Wilmot, author of the famous 
anti-slavery “proviso” which bears his 
name and which Was the basis of the 
Free Soll party and later of the re- 
publican party, was born in Bethany, 
Pa. a century ago today, He was a 
member of the United States, con- 
gress from 1845 to 1851, Jt was in 
1846, while a Dill authorizing * the 
president to expend $3,000,000 in nego- 
tiations for peace with Mexico, by pur- 
chase of territory, was pending In the 
house of representatives, that Wilmot 
became an international figure by 
aiding an amendment.

Mrs. Blatch, Famous Suffragist, 
Daughter of Pioneer in “Cause,” 

Mrs. Harriet Stanton Blatch, one of 
the leaders of the American woman 
suffrage movement, was born at Seneca 
Falls, N. Y., 68 years ago today, the 
daughter of Henry Brewster and 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton. It was in 
Seneca Falls a few, years before the 
birth of Mrs, Blatch that Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton called the first suffragist 
convention ever held, The meeting 
was held {n the Stanton home, and, 
although the attendance was small, it 
marked the inauguration of a move- 
ment that has since spread all over the 
civillzed world. 

Harriet Stahton, whose father, like 
her mother, was a pioneer suffragist 
and abolitionist, was educated at Vas- 
sar college, and from her girlhood she 
was a staunch advocate of the move- 
ment to which her parents devoted 
their lives. After leaving Vassar she 
undertook graduate studies in Boston, 
Berlin and Paris. In 1882, while tn 
England, she met and fell in love with 
Henry Blatch, a wealthy brewer of 
Basingstoke. For twenty years Mrs, 
Blatch remained in England, where she 
had a fine county estate. She gave 
little time to social affairs, as her in- 
terests were among the laboring 
classes, and especially working girls, 
She visited factories and mills all over 
England, and was active in the conduct 
of the Women's Industrial union, as 
well as the Fabian society and the 
suffrage organizations. At that time 
English suffragists had not turned 
militant, but since her return to 
America Mrs. Blatch has sympathized 
with her warring sisters in John Bull's 
country, although she has decried the 
adoption of a similar program by the 
suffragists of the United States, 

Upon returning to her native land 14 
years ago Mrs. Blatch immediately be- 
came prominent in various suffrage 
bodies, including the Women’s Trade 
Union league and the Women’s Politi- 
cal union, while her husband became 
a Wall street broker. Not long ago 
Mrs. Blatch asked the courts to restore 
to her her rights as an American citi-

MANY CHANGES IN 
AMATEUR ATHLETIC 
RULES 10 BE MADE 


Recent Congress of Amateur 
Board at Berlin Draws up 
New Statutes, 


MISINTERPRETATION OF 
RULES NOW IMPOSSIBLE 


Meeting May Be Called to Dis- 
CUSS ” Various Changes in 
Rules of Alberta, 


That there will be a great many 
changes in the rules of the Canadian 
Amateur Athletic unlon this year, Is 
the opinion of J, W. Ward, president 
of the Alberta Branch. 

At an International Mecting of the 
Amateur Board held in Berlin recently, 
at which were representatives of near- 
ly every country in the world, the en- 
tire statutes were gone over and a new 
set of amateur rules drawn up _,in- 
volving several changes in some points, 
and definitely pointing out the true In- 
terpretations of others, 

A copy of the entire body of the sta- 
tutes has been sent to the president of 
the union of each province In the Do- 
minion, and these men are each send- 
ing out to the members of the govern- 
ing body of the union In their proy- 
ince, a copy of the new rules for their 
consideration, If all the members of 
the Alberta branch are not agreed as 
to the rules in their entirety, it may 
be found necessary to call a meeting 
and have the matter fully discussed, 

The annual mecting of the A. A. U. 
is to be held in Calgary in March and 
the matter may be laid over until that 
time, as the calling of an extra meet- 
ing involves considerable expense to 
delegates, as they are each required to 
bear thelr own expenses, 

Some of the principle points set 
forth in the new rules are as to what 
an amateur may and may not. accept 
as prizes, For Instance an athlete 
may not accept as a prize, any article, 
the life of which is less than the lifa 
of the athlete. Many excepttons to 
this rule have been taken of late, in 
the giving of such articles as shoes, 
suits of clothing, etc., as prizes. Medals 
and trophys ,only will be recognized 
as proper prizes of award. 

The definition of an amateur as set 
forth {n rule No, 1, is that an amatour 
{s one who competes in any branch of 
sport, only for the love of the sport. A 
competitor may not wager or be In- 
terested In a wager or any compe- 
tition on which he Is engaged, 

Altogether there are a great many 
rules that are very plainly set forth, 
and In such a manner, that there can 
be no misinterpretation of any potnt, 
as has been tho cause of dispute in 
a number of cases in tho past.
